The 
method of weaving these rugs is the 
same as that employed for the fine and 
costly Turkish rugs, arid, owing to the 
fact that each thread must be separate­ 
ly knotted in Hy hand, they can never 
be made by machines. 
Owring to the coarseness of the yarn 
used and the bolder and simpler forms 
of the designs that arc best adapted to 
our use, the work is much less labori­ 
ous and *mre rapidly done than In the 
case of the oriental rugs, and conse­ 
q u e n t l y the price is not so high. They 
i :iii I*«* woven on coarsely constructed 
and inexpensive looms by women and 
girls, and during the summer months 
the work can be <I«»ue in ©pen sheds, 
where the workers are practically »»ut 
of doors. 
A simpler rug is tho farm rug, known 
among farmers as the old-fashioned rag 
rugs. These are woven on inexp» nsive 
hand looms with a w arp of fine twine 
and meet with a ready sale when mmle 
of th»1 proper m aterials and in <*ffe» rive 
♦b'signs and color combinations. They 
are easily clean»'«! and very durable, 
being especially desirable for use in 
iM'drooms. on verandas and in summer 
homes in the country.

Albee and her workers in the White 
Mountains of New Hampshire.

At the beginning of last week’s les­ 
son we referred briefly to the love of 
Jonathan and David as set forth in 
xviii, 1-4, and now we follow on to 
consider the love of God and of Jona­ 
than and the murderous hatred of 
Saul. The great murderer is ever seek­ 
ing to kill, but the great and only life 
giver is not only ever giving life, and 
life abundantly, but He is ever pre­ 
serving and caring for the life which 
He gives. When Saul instructed Jona­ 
than and all his servants to kill David, 
Jonathan so reasoned and pleaded that 
his father said, “As the Lord liveth, he 
shall not be slain” (xix, 1-6). But no 
reliance can be placed on a man pos­ 
sessed by such an evil spirit, and soon 
we read that Saul sought to smite Da­ 
vid to the wall with his javelin and 
then sent messengers to slay him in 
his own house, but David escaped and 
.went to Samuel, and he and Samuel 
went To dwell~at N'aioth (xlx, 7-24). 
From thence David returned to inter­ 
view Jonathan and said to him. “Tru­ 
ly, as the Lord liveth and as thy soul 
liveth, there is but a step between me 
and death” (xx, 3), for so it seemed as 
long as he was within reach of Saul. 
Jonathan could not believe this of his 
father, so they fell upon a plan to as 
certain truly the purpose of Saul to­ 
ward David. When, shortly after this, 
Saul attempted to kill Jonathan also 
because he took David’s part, then Jon­ 
athan knew that it was determined of 
his father to slay David, and he com 
munlcated 
the same 
to David 
by 
means of the lad and the arrows as re 
corded in chapter xx. 30-42, our special 
lesson for today. One cannot but think 
of the purpose of the Jews to kill 
Jesus and of how He escaped out of 
their hand again and again until in the 
eternal purpose of God the time came 
when they were permitted to do that 
which His hand and counsel had re­ 
solved before to be done (Acta iv, 28). 
The death of David at the hands of 
Saul was not in the plan and purpose 
of God, however much it may have 
seemed so at times. We may not know 
always Just what His purpose for us 
is, but He will make It plain, and we 
may be quite sure that if we are abid­ 
ing in Him nothing that is not in His 
plan for us can ever reach us and all 
that is in His plan surely will. We 
may learn to live in God and find in 
Him always a home of peace and rest. 
This Is our privilege, though few seem 
to attain to it. See the heart of Jona­ 
than in verse 34. He did not care for 
himself nor grieve because of his fa­ 
ther’s treatment of him. but “he was 
grieved for David because his father 
bad done him shame.” 
Saul’s treat­ 
ment of his son was also his treatment 


of David, for Jonathan stood for Da­ 
vid. When Paul sent Onesimus home 
to his former master, Philemon, he 
said in his letter, “Receive him as my­ 
self, and if he oweth thee aught put 
it to my account.” So the Lord Jesus 
makes us one with Ilimself. and who­ 
ever or whatever touches one of His 
touches Himself. 
Therefore He said 
to Saul when persecuting the Chris­ 
tians, “Why persecutest thou Me?” 
He said concerning Israel in Zech. ii, 
8, “He that toucheth you toucheth the 
apple of his eye.” 
See the love of Jonathan and David 
in their parting after the lad had re­ 
turned home (verse 4). “They kissed 
one another and wept one with an­ 
other till David exceeded.” 
Joseph

MAGIC MIRRORS.

Now and then mirrors of a curious 
kind are seen in Europe. 
They are 
called "magic mirrors" and are of Jap­ 
anese origin, made not of glass silver­ 
ed, but of cast bronze, polished on the 
face and bearing on the back raised 
patterns, 
inscriptions, symbolical 
de­ 
signs. crests or pictures. When exposed 
to a bright beam of light from the sun 
or from an electric lamp they reflect in 
the light from their j>olishod face the 
image of the pattern on their backs. 
This is a purely optical property and 
has of course nothing In common with 
the fortune telling magic crystals of 
the astrologer or the alleged magic mir­ 
rors of necromancy, yet it long puzzled 
the scientific optician and even now is 
little known or believed. The research­ 
es of various scientific ine*n have estab­ 
lished the fact that the phenomenon is 
due to very minute differences of curv­ 
ature in the polished face, differences 
so minute that they do not affect the 
ordinary use of the mirror as a looking 
glass and that can be detected only by 
delicate optical tests. 
The only 
remaining 
mystery has 
been as to how these delicate differ­ 
ences of curvature were produced in 
exact eorrespomlensee to the pattern on 
the back. 
The makers themselves are 
often In Ignorance of the magic prop­ 
erty and do not know which of their 
mirrors possess it and which do not. 
The mirrors are cast in molds and aft­ 
erward jk>11hbed by hand, and it is held 
by scientific men that the difference ot 
curvature Is caused 
l>y the metal’s 
yielding unequally under that pressure 
of the tools used in scraping and pol­ 
ishing, the thin parts naturally bend­ 
ing more than the thick. This accounts 
for the mirrors’ becoming magic.—Chi 
eago News.

‘1 nev er w ent into a battle in 
which 1 would not ra th e r hav e 1**011 
killed th an defeated’— but from the si­ 
lent foe which kills the 
80 p er cent, 
nearly all of which loss could be p re 
v ented by i>rop er care and for which 
the gov ernment Is resp onsible. 
“ W hen the Secretary of W ar and 
others arc searching for the causes of 
discontent in the army, the reasons for 
desertion and the failure of men to re- 
enlist, as well as why new recruits are 
obtained w ith so much difficulty, they 
will find these facts w orthy of consid­ 
eration. 
“The w retched system of the- medical 
dep artm ent of o ur arm y and the lack 
of autho rity accorded to its officers to
